The Emperor 
has demanded a frefh Sum of Money of the Regencies 
of Hamburgh and Hanover, rowards his Exprences on 
Account of the War withthe Turks. Thev talk 
there more than ever, of an Alliance on Foor berween 
feveral Proteftant Powers, for maintaining the Rights 
of the Proteftant Caufe.
